gravate your condition. 


Don't drink too much ice 


water and don't nil the stom- 
ach with all kinds of so-call- 
ed cooling drinks. 


Lemonade is the best drink 


during the summer. 


Drink all the water you 


want with your meals. The 
theory that it is harmful to 
do this has been exploded. 


Wear light clothes, both in 


weight and color. Imagina- 
tion plays a big part in how 
you stand the heat. 


Keep in shade as much as 


possible and by all means 
keep out of direct rays of the 
sun as much as possible. 


When a person
